Health Department Places Cul- 
ture Tubes in Police Stations 
for Use of Doctors. 


The discovery of many more than the 
normal number of cases of diphtheria in 
St. Louis has caused the Board of 
Health to place in each police station, 
culture tubes, which may be obtained 
by physicians for taking cultures from 
the throats of suspected diphtheria pa- 
tients. 

There are 4380 cases under quarantine 
and in the last three weeks the number 
of new cases reported has averaged 
about 15 a day. For the week ending 
Oct. 31 there were 103 new cases and one 
death: for the week ending Nov. 115 
cases and 8 deaths, and for the week 
end Nov. 14, 112 cases and 11 deaths. 

Dr. C. M. Woodruff, chief diagnosti- 
cian of the Health Department, said 
that the disease was not in any particu- 
lar portion of the city, but that the ex- 
treme southern and western portions 
have fewer cases. 

Dr. Woodruff said that the 
spread of the disease was due, in his 
opinon, to the little attention paid to 
colds, and the failure to take cultures 
from sore throats to determine whether 
the child has diphtheria. To encourage 
the taking of cultures the tubes were 
placed in police stations, and the cul- 
tures will be examined by the Health 
Department.

Thomas is a coal miner at 
Ill., 39 miles east of St. Louis.

| ‘Back they went, contesting stubborn- 


When 
within about sixty yards of where the 
artillery was hidden, the men, acting 
under orders, suddenly split their line, 
leaving a huge gap—the break in the 
British line which the enemy had been 
trying to make for weeks. 

“Inte this break came the Prussian 
Guard, wildly shouting and cheering. 
They had advanced within 30 yards of 
the muzzles of the field guns, which 
belched forth hell at point-blank range, 
while our Maxims fired into them from 
either side. Not even the Prussian Guard 
could stand up to a terror like this. 
They broke, wavered and fled in head- 
long Thght, a flight which was followed 
by a savage charge made by the Black 
Waten. 

“This regiment, in company with an- 
other, was ‘up and at them’ the moment 
a sign of wavering was seen. The whole 
thing was beautifully timed by both 
artillery and infantry. Not only were 
the Germans driven back over the 
trenches which but a short tine ago 
they had taken, put they were pursued

“The net result was that the Germans 
lost over a thousand men killed and 
some C000 wounded, as well as their own 
advanced trenches, from which their 
final attack had originated.’

FREELY IN LONDON 


Tells Post-Dispatch Correspond- 
ent Authorities Know He Is 
Man of Honor. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Despite the in- 
cessant agitation against German spies 
and the alleged stringency of the Home 
Office policy toward alien enemies, the 
agent of the Krupps in England is go- 
ing about London and has been doing 
so since the third day of the war vir- 
tually at will. This man is Frederick 
von Buelow, brother of Prince von 
Buelow, former Chancellor of the Ger- 
man Empire. He came to England in 


June as a member of a party headed 
by Herr Krupp von Bohlen. nead of 
the Krupp works, and he remained here 
after his chief's departure. 

Herr von Buelow’s reasons for linger- 
ing in London never have been ex- 
plained publicly, although questions 
about him have been asked in the 
House of Commons. Nor has it ever 
been told what mysterious influence has 
gained for him immunity from deten- 
tion in the concentration camp and 
permitted him to continue living com- 
fortably in the large villa he occupies 
in East Putney. He is permitted to re- 
tain the use of his telephone, although 
it has been announced officlally that all 
telephone service in houses where alien 
enemies reside had been cut off long 
ago. 

Visits Correspondent. 

The New York World and Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent called up Herr von 
Buelow Monday night and as a result 
of the brief conversation the Krupp 
agent visited the correspondent this 
morning. He is tall and distinguished 
Jooking and about 60 years old. He 
speaks with a decided accent. His pale 
face and nervous manner betray the 
strain he is under. 

One of the first questions put to him 
was how he could come to the corre- 
spondent’s office from East Putney, 
more than 10 miles away, in view of 
the regulation prohibiting alien enemies 
from traveling beyond a five-mile radius 
from their abode, without special per- 
mission. 

‘““My movements are comparatively un- 
liindered now," Von Buelow stated. “‘Ten 
Fours after war was declared I was 
arrested and held in a police station for 
only eight hours. My house was 
searched from top to bottom. Of course, 
no incriminating documents were found 
and I was released after I had given my 
word of honor I would do nothing to 
endanger the safety of the British em- 
pire. 

“The authorities convinced themselves 
that I am a gentleman and a man of 
honor and would never yiolate my pa- 
role; so I have been treated with tlic 
utmost kindness.

LOSS OF 2 BRITISH 
SHIPS IN BATILE 


Flames Mounted 200 Feet After 
Explosion on Good Hope 
Off Chilean Coast. 


FIGHT WAS IN TWILIGHT 


“It Is Our Unanimous Wish to 
Meet Enemy Again,”’ Says 
Glasgow Commander. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Admiralty is- 
sued last night a report from Capt 
John Luce of the British light cruiser 
Glasgow on the battle with a German 
squadron Nov. 1,off the Chilean coast. : 

The Glasgow, which left Coronel on 
the morning was advised by Rear Ad- 
miral Sir Christopher Cradock, com- 
mander of the British squadron, that 
the enemy’s ships were to the north- 
ward. Toward evening the Glasgow 
sighted smoke and reported to Rear Ad- 
uural Cradock. The _  bBritish fleet 
formed in line ahead, the Good Hope 
leading with the Monmouth, Glasgow 
and Otranto following. 

The enemy had turned south and were 
also in single line ahead, the Scharn- 
horst and Gneisenau leading. Admiral 
Cradock signaled the Canopus: “I am 
going to attack the enemy.’’ 

Jammed Wireless Signals. 

“The enemy was at that time 15,000 
yards away,” says the report, ‘and 
maintained this range, at the same time 
jamming the wireless signals. The sun 
was setting immediately behind the 
British ships and while it remained 
above the horizon the British had the 
advantuge in light, but the range was 
too great. 

“When the sun had set and visibility 
conditions were altered, the British 
ships were silhotvetted against the after- 
glow, and failing ight made the enemy 
difficult to see. 

“The Gériffans opened. fire at 7 o’clock 
at 12,000 yards, followed in quick suc- 
cession by the British. The growing 
darkness and heavy spray of the head 
sea made firing difficult, particularly 
from the main decks of the Good Hope 
and Monmouth. 

“The enemy, firing salvos, got the 
range quickly and their third salvo 
caused an outbreak of fire on the fore 
part of both ships, which were con- 
stantly on fire until 7:46 in the evening. 
At 7:50 an immense explosion occurred 
on the Good Hope amidships, the flames 
reaching 200 feet high. Total destruc- 
tion must have followed. 


Fired at Flashes of Guns. 

“It was now quite dark. Both sides 
eontinued firing at the flashes of the 
opposing guns. The Monmouth was 
badly down by the bow and turned 
away to get her stern to the sea, sig- 
naling the Glasgow to that effect. 

“At 8:50 the Glasgow signaled to the 
Monmouth: ‘The enemy is following 
us,’ but received no reply. 

“Under the rising moon the enemy's 
ships could be seen approaching and as 
the Glasgow could render the Monmouth: 
no assistance, she proceeded at _ ful! 
speed to avoid destruction. At 8:10 we 
lost sight of the enemy. At 9:30 we ob- 
served flashes of fire, which were 
doubtless the final attack on the Mon- 
mouth. 

“Nothing could have been more ad- 
mirable than the conduct of the of- 
ficers and men throughout, although It 
was most trying to receive a great vol- 
ume of fire without a chance of ade- 
quately returning it. All kept perfectly 
cool, there was no wild firing and dis- 
cipline’ was the same as at battle prac- 
tice. When the target ceased to be 
visible the gun layers spontaneously 
ceased fire. 

“The serious reverse sustained has 
entirely failed to impair the spirit of 
the officers and the ship’s company and 
it is our unanimous wish to meet the 
enemy again as soon as possible.’’ 

Canédpus Evidently Near. 

A statement issued by the British 
admiralty Nov. 6 concerning the sea 
fight off Chile said the battleship Can- 
opus was not present at the time of the 
battle. Two days before, the admiralty 
had said it could not accept the unof- 
ficial reports of the sinking of the Mon- 
mouth and Good Hope as the Canopus, 
which had heen specially sent to 
strengthen Rear Admiral Cradock’s 
squadron and which would have given 
him a decided superiority over the Ger- 
mans, was not mentioned in them. 

The report -of Capt. Luce indicates 
that Rear Admiral Cradock tried with 
his wireless to find the Canopus, which 
was doubtless in the Pacific and within 
range of wireless call, with the hope 
that the battleship would turn her prow 
in his direction and assist in giving 
battle to the Germans. 

It is possible that the German ships, 
in addition to jamming the wireless of 
the British cruisers in the fight, also 
put out of commission the telegraphic 
apparatus of the Canopus. 

The cruiser Glasgow now is at Rio de 
Janeiro for repairs.

COL. G. W. TURNER, ONCE 
NEW YORK EDITOR, DIES 


Noted Traveler and Journalist 
Had Been Virtually a Re- 
cluse, for 8 Years. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Col. George ™’ 
Turner, once a Gistinguished figure in 
New York journalism, as business man- 
ager of the World in the late eighties 
and the editor and publisher of the 
New York Recorder, which had a brief 
but brilliant career about 20 years ago. 
died, Nov. ll, in Berkeley, Cal, where 
he had lved eight years, practically a 
recluse. 

His death, at the age of 58 years, 
closes an interesting career. It em- 
braced travels in the arctic and years 
spent in the Orient, as well as marked 
achievement as a pioneer of modern 
journalism in New York. His title of 
Colonel came to him as a member of 
the staff of Gov. Levi P. Morton. 

Among his effects after his death was 
found a note penned 10 years ago when 
he was in Korea, which, speaking of 
his physical condition, showed a great 
fear of being buried alive.

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JUVENILE COURT 
IS NOW IN SESSION 


Four Cases Tried at Opening of 
Tribunal and Defendants 
Are. Dismissed. 


PLAN IS JUDGE HENNINGS’ 


Small Infractions of Law Tried 
at Neighborhood House, 
817 North 19th. 


The first session of tle Junior Juvenile 
Court, planned by Judge Hennings of 
the Juvenile Court to Handle minor in- 
fractions of laws: by bdys without tak- 
ing them into court, was held last night 
at Neighborhood House, 817 North Nine- 


teenth street. 

The plan includes the apppintment of 
boys of the neighborhood as officers of 
the court, to bring in the offenders and 
serve as prosecuting withesses. In ac- 
cordance with his announced plan, 
Judge Hennings had sitting with him 
three young men as Associate Judges. 

One of the requests of Judge Hennings 
is that the names of the boys shall not 
be made public. Judge Hennin ex- 
pects that such punishment as it “Is 
necessary. for the Junior Juvenile Court 
to impose will be orders to wash moth- 
er’s dishes, scrub a floor, etc. Cases, 
in which the Junior Court fails to cor- 
rect the fault, will “be, taken to the 
Juvenile Court in the Municipal Courts 
Building. 

The two rooms, used, as the court, 
were crowded with the officers and de- 
fendants. None of the boys failed to ar 
pear. Some of them came accompanied 
by their father or mother. One of the 
boys, who was with his mother, was 
mistaken for his twin brother and dis- 
missed. His mother promised to have 
the twin at the next sitting of the 
court. 


TT 
Judge Hennings Opens Court. 

The court was opened by a speech by 
Judge Hennings, who told the boys tne 
court was not a joke. He said that 
when he was a boy and left school to 
work, he studied law at night, and that 
other boys could grasp some siich oppor- 
tunjty. The officers were not ‘‘snitches,”’ 
he said, but merely .were doing their 
duty. 

Howard Billman, manager of the shop 
and factory department of the Church 
Federation, made a short talk. 

The court was brought to order by 
Probation Officers Leo McCarthy and 
Robert A. Roessel and Attorney James 
H. Zipf, the three acting as Associate 
Judges. The first case called was that 
of Freddie S. and Guy M., 18 and 16 
years. old, respectively, who were 
charged jointly with destruction of 
property, by pulling boards off a sign 
at Nineteenth and Wash streets. 

They said the boards were lying in a 
vacant lot and that they were buikding 
a small shed against the cold weather. 
The father of Guy said he was a goou 
boy and stayed at home. Freddie said 
he thought he was doing no wrong. 
Both, boys were discharged on ther 
promises to be good. 

The case of Walters. then was called. 
He was charged with “‘lagging’’ pennies. 
He told the Judges he was not “lag- 
ging,’’ but, just trying to see how close 
he could come to the wall. He said that 
he sold newspapers and could not af- 
ford to lose pennies as they were need- 
ed badly at home. 

The Judges let him go on his promise 
not to do it again. 

Mother Comes With Boy. 

The next case was that of Oscar G., 
who came with his mother. He was on 
triAl for hopping street cars. He told 
the Judges it may have been his twin 
brother. The mother of the boy said 
that his twin brother Austin had ad- 
mitted to her that he, Austin, was hop- 
ping street cars. She said she did not 
bring him, becauge he was not ‘‘sum- 
moned.’’ She promised to have him at 
the next session of the court. 

The last boy tried was Willie E. for 
throwing tin cans through a windgw in 
a residence on North Nineteenth Benk 
Iie denied it at first, but when instruct- 
ed by his mother to tell the truth, and 
after several of the ‘‘officers,’’ who were 
with him at the time, told about it, he 
admitted his guilt.

OBERTS’ BODY 


Stately Farewell Exercises by British, Indian and 


French Troops to Be 


in St. Paul’s, London. 


Followed by Funeral 


LONDON, Nov. 1&—The body of Lord 
Roberts, which arrived at Folkestone 
last night from Boulogne, France, la7 
in state today at his country residence, 
Englemere, in Ascot. Tomorrow it wi's 
be taken to the railroad station, on the 
gun carrrage which his son defended, 
at the cost of his life, at Colenso in ths 
South African war. 

A special train will then bring the 
casket to London. Troops will escort 
The vault in 
St. Paul’s in which the Field Marshal's 
body will lie is the mausoleum of Great 
Britain’s greatest soldiers. The last 
soldier interred there was Field Mar- 
shal Lord Wolseley, at whose funera) 
last March Lord Roberts was a pall 
bearer. 

Premier Asquith, in moving a resolu 
tion in the House of Commons today 
regarding a 1aonument for Lord Roberts 
said the Field Marshal's death hau 
robbed England of its oldest and most 
illustrious soldier,’ a man. who had 
fought his way upward step by step un 
aided by any influence except his own 
skill. 

Andrew Bonar Law, leader of the op- 
position in the House of Commons, sec- 
onded the resolution for the erection of 
the monument, and the measure was‘ 
carried unanimously. 

Funeral in France. 

The \ Official Press Bureau gives a 

touching account of the funeral services 


for Lord Roberts at the headquariers of 
the British army in France. 

“The route of the cortege from. the 
house where he died to the Malirie 
(Mayor's office), where the funeral 
service was held,” says the Press Bu- 
reau’s statement, “was lined with Brit- 
ish and French troops. The coffin was 
borne On a gun carriage. It was an im- 
pressive ceremony. The guard of honor 
were Indian and British troops. 

“To the wall of ‘Flowers o’ the For- 
est’ from the pipers, the cortege moved 
slowly through double ranks of soldiers 
with arms reversed. General officers 
acted as pallbearers. Those following 
the casket included representatives ot 
the family of Lord Roberts and of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Declaring it 
would be impossible to defend the Pana- 
ma Canal and American territorial pos- 
sessions against attack with present or 
proposed garrisons unless they could be 
rapidly reinforced, Major-General Woth- 
erspoon, retiring Chief of Staff, in his 
report today, recommended the increase 
of the army to a strength of 205,000 en- 


listed men. He proposed that that force 
be augmented through a system of re- 
serves until there was created a mobile 
strength of 600,000 . first-line troops 
equipped for a six months’ campaign. 

Major-General Wotherspoon said 
there was need for more forces to pro- 
tect rear approaches to American coast 
defenses and .those points not covered 
by fortresses and urged that the organ- 
ized militia be developed to a strength 
of 300,000 men. 

“It is manifest,’’ Wotherepoon assert- 
ed, “that the great waterway of the 
Panama Canal cannot be protected: 
against the operations of a first-class 
military power by the present or pro- 
posed garrison ‘we contemplated plac- 
ing there, without the power and ability 
to reinforce it. rapidly from the United 
States.

"The plan of Kessler, now in the hands 
of the City Plan Commission and the 
Public Service Board, provides for the 
covering of River: des Peres, north of

iThrough Forest Park and following its 


present course with a few of the super- 
fluous bends eliminated, Kessler would 
construct roadways on both sides at suf- 
ficient distances from the river banks to 
permit the creation of a parkway. be- 
tween the roads and the river. This 
treatment woujd be ‘contitfued: as far 
toward its confluences with the Mis- 
sissippi at the southern city limits, as 
the presence of industrial establishments 
would permit.

The brave playwright and the braver 
management materialized, however, in 
the persons of Elmer L. Reisenstein and 
Cohan and Harris—and the accomplished 
result is the most novel and smashingly 
successful play now to be seen.in all 
New York. , 

The backward-moving drama of young 
Reisenstein’s writing openg in the New 
York courtroom, where Robert Strick- 
land is on trial for the murder of Ger- 
ald Trask. This in itself is a scene 
vften presented in melodrama of recent 
years. But, thanks to the Candler the- 
ater’s revolving stage and to an almost 
incredibly skillful manipulation of light- 
ing effects, suddenly: and with startling 
‘nexpectedness, five times is the audi- 
ence whisked from this murder trial of 
the present and hurled headlong into 
the past, and five times is it as sud- 
denly and unexpectedly jointed back to 
the present.

! $135,000,000 cotton loan fund fully sub- 
scribed, steps were taken today to clear 
the way for the actual transfer of the 
money to Southern cotton producers, 
whose great crop threatened to. become 
a burden on their hands upon the out- 
break of the European war. 

The Federal Reserve Board, acting as 
the Central Committee which has gen 
eral supervision of the fund, named W. 
P. G. Harding and Pail M. Warburg 
of the board, A. H. Wiggin and James 
‘S. Alexander’ of New York, James B. 
Forgan of Chicago, Festus J. Wade of 
St. Louis, Levi L. Rue of Philadelphia 
and William A. Gaston of Boston a 
“Cotton Loan Committee,”.to adminis- 
‘ter the fund. 

Committees to Be Named. 

The Loan Committee will meet in New 
York probably on Friday. Its first tasx 
will be the appointment of «committeés 
in each of the cotton-producing states, 
which will act there. The state commit- 
tees in turn will select local commit- 
tees. Loans must be approved by the 
local and state committees before com- 
ing to the attention of the Cotton Loan 
Committee. 

It is probable the office of the Cotton 
Loan Committee will be in New York. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
in his announcement of the completion 
of the fund, said the success of the loan 
plan was assured. He said it had been 
“delayed by the selfish opposition of 
eertain textile manufacturers and local

European War Makes it Neces- 
sary to Mobilize Our Re- — 
sources, Executive Asserts. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—‘‘A future 


clear and bright with promise of the 
best things,” was the way President 
Wilson summed up his view of the busi- 
ness prospect in a letter to Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department, 
congratulating him upon the opening of 


the new Federal Reserve Bank System. 

‘Fundamental wrongs once righted 
as they may now easily and quickly 
ke,”” wrote the ‘Presidents ‘‘all dif- 
ferences will clear away. We are all 
in the same boat, though apparently we 
had forgotten it. We now know the 
port for which we are bound. We have, 
and shall have more and more as our 
new understandings ripen a common 
discipline of patriotic purposes. We 
shall advance and advance together with 
a new spirit, a new enthusiasm, a new 
cordiality of spirited co-operation. It 
is an inspiring prospect.”’

The President referred to the new 


tariff law, the new currency law, the 
new trade commission law and the labor 
provisions of the new anti-trust law as 
the means “through which the _ soil 
everywhere had been laid bare, out of 
which monopoly is slowly to be eradi- 
cated.”’ 

He added that “undoubtedly the means 
by which credit has been set free is at 
the heart of all these things; is the 
key piece of the whole structure.’’ 

Referring to the ‘topportunenéss” of 
the currency law the President. said: 
“The war which has involved the whoie 
of the heart of Europe hag made it 
necessary that the United States should 
niobilize its resources in the most effect- 
ive way possible.” 

He spoke of the difficulty of marketing 
the cotton crop and added that “no 
doubt in the light of the new day with 
its new understandings, the problems 
of the railroads will also be met and 
dealt with in a spirit of candor and 
justice.” " 

President's Letter in Full. 

The President’s letter, which was in 
reply to one from Secretary McAdoo an- 
nouncing the opening of the reserve 
banks, said: 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary: 

“I warmly appreciate your letter of 
yesterday for I share your feeling en- 
tirely about the significance of the open- 
ing of the Federal reserve banks for 
business. 

“I do not know that any special 
credit belongs to me for the part I was 
privileged to play in the Segrepaceagiseay ie 
of this new system of which we con- 
fidently hope so much. 
and knowledge and forethought and 
practical experience and sagacity of so 
many men are embodied, who have co- 
operated with unusual wisdom and ad- 
mirable publfc spirit of them.

It has 
done aWay with agitation and suspicion, 


| because it has done away with certain 


fundamental wrongs. It has supplied 

means of accommodation in the busi- 

ness world and an instrumentality by 

which the interest of all without regard 
to class, may readily be served. 
Conditions 10 Years Ago. 

“‘We have only to look back 10 years 

or so to realize the deep perplexities 


we have now at last issued as if from 
a bewildering fog, a noxious miasma. 
Ten or 12 years ago the country was 
torn and excited by an agitation which 
shook the very foundations of her po- 
litical life, brought her business ideals 
into’ question, condemned. her social 
standards, denied the honesty of her 
men of affairs, the integrity of her eco- 
nomic processes, the morality and good 
fu.ith of many of the things which her 
law sustained. 

“Those who had power, whether in 
business or in politics, were almost uni- 
versally looked upon with suspicion and 
little attempt was made to distinguish 
the just from the unjust. They in their 
turn seemed to distrust the people and 
to wish to limit their control. There 
was an ominous antagonism between 
classes. Capital and labor were in sharp 
conflict without prospect of accomm>- 
dation between them. Interests harshly 
clashed which should have co-operated. 

“This was not merely the work of ir- 
responsible agitators. There were real 
wrongs, which cried out to be righted. 
and fearless men had called attention to 
them, demanding that they be dealt with 
by law. We were living under a tariff, 
which had been purposely contrived to 
confer private favors upon those who 
were co-operating to keep the party that 
originated it in power; and in that all 
too fertile soil all the bad, interlaced 
growth and jungle of: monopoly had 
sprung up. Credit, the very life of trade, 
the very air men must breathe if they 
would meet their opportunities, was too 
largely in the control of the same smc!! 
groups who had planted and cultivated 
monopoly. The control of all big busi- 
ness and by -consequence of all little 
business, too, was for the most part po- 
tentially, if not actually, in their. hands. 

Suspicion to Pass Away. 

“And the thing stood so until the 
Demscratic party came into power last 
year The legislation education of the 
past year and a half has in very large 
measure done away with these things. 
With their correction, suspicion and ill- 
will, will pass away. For not only have 
these thing been righted, but new things 
have been put into action which are 
sure te prove the dnstruments of a new 
life in which the mists and distempers 
which have so embarrassed us will be 
cleared away; the wrongs and misun- 
derstandings corrected which have 
brought distrust upon so many honest 
men, unjustly. That is the main ground 
of my own satisfaction. 

“The tariff has been recast with a 
view to supporting the Government 
rather than supporting the favored ben- 
eficiaries of the Government. A system 
of banking and currency issued has been 
created which, puts .credit, within the 
reach of every Man who cah show 2 
growing business; and the supervision 
and control of the system is in the 
hands of a responsible agency of the 
Government itself. A trade tribunal has 
Been created in which those who at- 
tempt unjusf ahd oppressive practices 
in businesses can be brought tg book. 

‘‘Labor has been made something else 


cantiie commodity, something human 
and linked with ‘the privileges of life 
itself. The soil kas everywhere been 
laid bare out of which monopoly ‘s 
slowly to be eradicated. And undoubted- 
ly the means by which credit has been 
set free is at the heart of all these things, 
is the key piece of the whole structure. 
This is the more significant because of 
its opportuneness. It.is brought to its 
final accomplishment just as it is most 
imperatively needed. 

“The war’whieh has involved the 
whole of the heart of Europe has made 
it necessary that the United States 
should mobilize its resources in the 
most effective way possible'and make 
her credit and her. usefulness good for 
It has 
created, too, special difficulties, peculiar 
situations to be dealt with, ‘ike the 
great embarrassment in selling our im- 
mense cotton crop, which all the world 
needs, but against which, for the time 
being, the markets of the world are in 
danger of being artificially shut. That 
situation the bankers of the country 
are meeting so far as possible in a 
businesslife fashion and in the spirit of 
the new time which is opening before 
ps. 

‘The railroads of the country are al- 
most as much affected, not so much 
because their business is curtailed, as 
because their credit is called in question 
by doubt as to their earning-capacity. 
There is no other interest so central to 
the business welfare of the country as 
this. No doubt in the light of the new 
day with its new understandings, the 
problems of the railroads will also be 
met and dealt with in a spirit of candor 
and justice. 

“For the future ts clear and bright 
with promise of the best things. While 
there was agitation and suspicion and 
distrust and bitter complaint of wrong, 
groups and classes were at war with 
Lone another, did not see that their in- 
terests were common and suffered only 
when stparated and brought into con- 
flict. Fundamental wrongs once right- 
ed, as they may now easity and quickly 
be, all differences will clear away. We 
are all in the same boat, though appar- 
ently we had forgotten it. We now 
“know the port for which we are bound. 
We have, and shall have more and more 
as our understandings ripen, a commén 
discipline of patriotic purpose. We shall 
advance and advance together, with a 
new spiri, a new enthusiasm, a new 
cordiality of spirited co-operation. It is 
an inspiring prospect. Our task - is 
henceforth to work, not for any single 
interest, but for all the interests of the 
country as a united whole.

“The future will be very different from 
the past, which we shall presently look 
back upon, I venture to say, as if upon 
a bad dream. The future will be dif- 
ferent in action and different in spirit,

MORE LATITUDE FOR 
STATE BANKS URGED 


Breckinridge Jones Tells Gath- 
ering of Necessity for Law 


Revision by Legislature. 

Missouri banking laws must be revised 
radically to give 1360 State banks and 
trust companies the standing and confi- 
dence now enjoyed by 133 national banks 
in Missouri, Breckinridge Jones said 
yesterday afternoon in addressing Group 
Five of the Missouri Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

As chairman of the committee of seven 
appointed at a convention last May to 
prepare a law revision program, Jones 
announced that Gov. Major would be 
asked to appoint nine business men to 
co-operate with the seven bankers in 
preparing a report to the next Legisla. 
ture. Jones said the committee had 
reached no decisions as yet, but he out- 
lined manv proposals that had been 
discussed. 

Jones said the banking laws forbid 
State banks holding stock in other cor- 
porations, and this must be amended 
to permit the State banks to hold stock 
in the Federal reserve banks. Laws 
that will assist in perfecting a system 
vf rural credits should be given espe- 
cial attention by the Legislature, he 
said.

We have always considered New York foolish 
and braggart in publishing and _ telegraphing 
back to their home towns the names of hotel ar- 
rivals. A great many more reputable people 
would go there and spend money if they could 
do. so without apology. Why should the mention 
of New York in the West have to be accompanied 
with a wink or provoke a coughing spell? 

Certainly the churches in New York seem beau- 
tiful to an outsider. The art galleries are full 
of wonder, and one could spend days in the li- 
brary without absorbing all of its treasures and 
rare delights. As for culture—there is a deli- 
cious imitation of artistic atmosphere in its 
near-literary circle that would captivate anybody 
who is not familiar with what the magazines and 
In New York’s 
Salons there is the largest mutual admira- 
tion society of long-maned tea-lions ever assem- 
bled in captivity. The tea, by the way, is well- 
flavored. We have tasted it. But, except in a 
club, there isn’t a drink of good Bourbon whisky 
in the town.

We are not kowtowing to Rockefellers, 
Morgans and fellows of that ilk, but the whole 
civilized world takes off its hat to George M. 
Cohan, believe us. 

Yet there are some awfully dull days in New 
York, for all its frivolity. We can recall times 
when you couldn’t find anything of human in- 
terest between the Bronx Zoo and the Aquarium 
at the Battery; times when the whole blame 
works bored you past expression, and you longed 
tc be “back with the folks at old St. Joe.” Folks 
—real Americans—are so few and far between in 
New York; there’s only a quarter of a million 
of them altogether; and it is the foreignest town 
on top o’ dirt to the indigenous United States 
Citizen. The homesickness of the expatriate 
American in New York passeth understanding. 
With it is always the sense of having been cheat- 
ed. It is said of Rome that you get out of it only 
what you brought into it.

You trought your- 
self, you gave your enthusiasm, and you bring 
away a sense of emptiness, of weariness with un- 
reality, a sense of too much Charlotte Russe and 
a great yearning for ham and eggs; footsore, soul- 
weary, futile, bankrupt—and involuntarily, uncon- 
sciously resolved to go right back next season if 
everything is propitious—just as one goes back 
to the Casino at Monte Carlo. 


What New York thinks of the rest of this 
great country of ours is negligible. But the 
attitude of this. great country towards New 
York is vital. That determines what New 
York-is and what it shall be. Its destiny, 
seems to us, depends on whether it shall con- 
tinue to grow un-American and alienate itself 
from the tributary sources whence its strength 
now flows, or cultivate a more representative 
character and wider sympathies with American 
life. London is the heart of England and the 
British Empire. Paris is the idol of, all France, 
beloved of every Frenchman. We do not speak 
of admiration. But what Americans west of the 
Alleghanies literally love New York? There are 
more Americans genuinely loyal and devoted to 
Chicago than to the biggest city on the Conti- 
nent. 

The Babel-like seat of “dementia Americana” 
has none. of the essence of a great city, none of 
the civic spirit, tone, motive, or principle. It is 
not in any sense a community, in interests, sym- 
pathies or pride. It is a loosely-bound and ill- 
governed conglomeration, a mass of indiffer- 
ences. Mainly it is a Mecca of amusements and 
a show window of Mammon. 

It is full—no, not quite full—of lovely people; 
but its citizenship would be farcical if it were 
not pathetic. Citizenship in New York consists 
of alternating forms of neurasthenia known as 
Tammanyitis and Tammanyphobia. New York is 
invariably at odds, as in the Baltimore convention 
of 1912, with the political decency of the day. New 
York is at. odds with most of the great desires, the 
nobler impulses, the larger purposes of the coun- 
try. It does not pulse with the heart-throbs of the 
great American people. New York never puts its 
ear to the ground. It is always self-sufficient and 
cocksure—and contemptuous. Its superciliousness 
was never so well expressed as by Nat Goodwin, 
who remarked, “When you leave New York you're 
camping out!” 

It will -be replied that ours is a flippant view of 
New York. We admit it, and we gravely assure 
New York that it is a typical outsider’s view. No- 
body takes New York ceriously except some New 
Yorkers. We maintain that this is pfie fault/ not 
of us but of New York, if its ot 
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EXCUSE.”’

Place in a large bowl or 
bread pan and warm if the weather is 
cold. ake hole in center and pour in 
the milk and yeast. Work in slowly the 
flour with hand or large & n, and if 
too soft sprinkle with a little flour, and 
knead well. Cover and set in moder- 
ately warm place to rise. In morning 
knead thoroughly and work in table- 
spoon e sweet butter ‘ After knead- 
ing well put in four long, narrow pans, 
and when loaves rise to twice their size, 
bake about 4 minutes. Bake a fine 
brown and remove from pans immedi- 
ately when done.
